SIR, : 
HOUGH I have often found 
myfelf feized with furprize at 
the propofals that have been offered, 
and the pofitions maintained in this 
houfe, I never felt, on any occafion, 
a greater aftonifhment than the right 
hon. gentleman’s propofal has excited. 
When I heard the noble lord’s iet 
ter to the ftates of Belgia, in which he: 
has explained the prefent condition of 
our country, with the abilities of a 
judicious politician, and the opennefs 
and integrity of an honeft Gil/iputian, 


a proof of his judgment, when, in 
oppofition to fome members, whofe 
modeily directed them to defire that the 
committee might be delayed, that 
they might have time to confider the 
papers, he declared that they would 
not appear obfcure, or give any man 
the trouble of very long confideration. 
This declaration has been incontefta- 
bly verified ; for no fecond perufal of 
the papers can be defired ; they exhibit, 
at the firft view, to the moit negligent 
attention, all that can ever be difcover- 


E edin them; they thew us that we are 
not to expe any aflilance from our 


Belzian confederates. 

"The Belgians, to whom I carnot 
perfuade myfelf to think that we have 
very great obligations, have however, 

in 
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in their anfwer, given a proof of their 

opennefs and fincerity ; for they have 
not amufed us with empty promifes, 
nor flattered us with chimerical hopes ; 
they have told us, in plain terms, that 
they defpaired of oppofing the power 
of Blefujcu, and that what they would 
not, or durft not do, laft year, we are 
not to im&gine they will do now. 

This is plainly declared by them ; 
for they tell our miniiter, at one time, 
that the reafons which they have a- 
gaint declaring war, are fufficient to 
deter them ; and, the next year, that 
the rcafons which hindered them from 
declaring war before, are now become 
fironger. 


What thefe reafons are, I fuppofe 
no man can fail to conjecture, if it can 
be led coxjecture, which is fo near 


to certainty; their reafons are only 
their fears, and thofe fears which were 
fo predomimant, while the Lary Caux- 
triss were yet unconquered, and 1 
was not known but that either the eir 
fortiications, or the allied army mi ight 
rc tard the enemy, are certainly not di- 
minithed by thet obfervation of the eafe 
with which towns are taken, and 
provinces overrun,or the remembrance 
of tie di readful flaughter which was 
made of our troops im the late battle 
lait year. They who fo much dread- 
ed the power of Bhfufe when the 
barricr was yet interpofed be tween 
her armies and their territories, are 
very litle recovered from their terior 
by the iound of her caanons roaring 
on their borders, and fight of her 
troops waiting for the fignal to invade 
them. ‘They therefore a‘ honeftly 
in confeffing their confternation, and 
in warning us not to expect what they 
do not intend ever to grant us. 
Their conduct in the Jatt year, 
ficiently informed us how little they 
intended to {lruggle againft the power 
of Bifufe uy, an d how tle they h ope 
tand agai: itt her; for when they 
obliged themfelves to fend forty 
{ men into the field, they con- 
‘mfelves with fewer, and ten. 
i » well feleGed for the fer- 
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vice, that, at the fatal battle of laf 
year, as foon as the fire grew hot, and 
the hifs of bullets began to difturb 
their tranquillity, they all quitted the 
field, and left their allies to enquire 
after the fate of the day > nor, after 
fo perfidious and reproachful a defer- 
tion of their poft, did they fuffer any 
punifhment, or find any other marks 
of the refentment of their matters, 
than a mock enquiry, which ended 
without puuifhment, and without 
juttification. 

An equal proof, Sir, has been given 
by them of their zeal, for, what iome 
gentlemen affect to call the common 
cazfe, in the afliflance which we have 
received from them, for the fupprefli- 
on of the rebellion, which now rages 
in the remoter parts of our country. 
It is well known that they fent us 
troops, whom the articles of a capitu- 
lation had difqualified to a& againtt 
our enemies ; and that, when our di- 
ftrefs was at its height, they recalled 
the ten fhips of war which they had 
lent us, initead of twice the number 
which we A gery from them. 

Thefe, Sir, are the allies for whom 
we are about to drain the laft reliques 
of the wealth of this unhappy, this 
exhautted kingdom ; for allies, Sir, 
who have abandoned themfelves, are 
we now about to enter the field againit 
thofe whom late experience might in- 
firuct us, that we cannot hope to con- 
quer, at a thne when a civil war is 
preying upon our bowels, and when 
there may be danger left the rebels 
fhould feize the capital. 

I hope I fhall not be fufpeGed ef 


‘any intention to deprefs the hopes of 


my fellow-fubjects, by reprefenting 
the rebels as more formidable than 
they can truly be accounted. I know 
that their carrier has been ftopped, 
that their impetuofity has been reprefs- 
ed, and that they are driven back in 
to the extremities of the ifland ; but 
there is reafon to believe that they are 
very numerous, and thatthey may yet 

embarrafs us by new attempts 5 ard 
th crefore I cannog think it ro “ 
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hazard our ewn immediate fafety for 
the fake of thofe who feem not in- 
clined to do any thing for themfelves, 
and whom we cannot yet perfuade to 
concur with us in the meafures necef- 
fary for their own fecurity. 

Surely if there can ever be a time, 
in which prudence will direct us to 
confine our attention to ourfelves, it is 


_now arrived ; and if there can be any 


reafon fuflicient to determine us againft 
perfeverance in a ufelefs and pernici- 
ous alliance, we may now quit our 
agreements, and quit them with, at 
leaft, this atteftation from mankind, 
that we perfifted longer than any 
other nation would have done ; that 
we perfifted after repeated neglects, 
and repeated difappointments ; that 
we perfifted while the leaft, the moft 
diftant hope remained ; that we con- 
tinued to hope, while any other peo- 
ple would have defpaired. 

It has been, from my firft enquiries 
into public affairs, my firm and con- 
ftant opinion, that we are not to em- 
broil ourfelves in the difturbances of 
the continent, but to contract our 
fchemes, and to perplex our thoughts 
with no other care than how to guard 
our own ifland, and fecure our own 
poffeffions ; and this opinion, founded 
firt, as appeared to me, upon fpecu- 
Jative reafons, has been fince every 
hour ftrengthened by experience, 
which has taught me, that all our ex- 
curfions into the continent have ended 
in the diminution of our wealth, and 
the lofs of our blood; and that our 
wealth, and our blood, were loft with- 
out the poflibility of any advantage to 
ourfelves; loft in the defence of diftant 
countries, and in perfuance of con- 
traéts which ought never to have been 
made. 

But thefe wild expeditions, as they 
are never to be defended, are now 
more than at any other time to be cen- 
fured and avoided ; for if we once 
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that we fhall be attacked where we 
are weakelt, and be deftroyed while 
we are foolifhly endeavouring to pre- 
ferve others from deftruétion ; to pre- 
ferve thofe who difregard themfelves? 

That it is our intereft to weaken the 
power of Blefufcu, and to defeat the 
dreadful {cheme of univerfal monarchy 
is eafily proved ; but it is not eafy to 
fhew by what means this great defign 
can be accomplifhed. It is however 
of fome ufe to point out the meafures 
which are certain to fail, fince we are 
not yet able to difcover any which are 
likely to fucceed ; for by fetting afide 
thofe propofals which are hopelefs and 
abfurd, we fhall in time come nearer 
to fuch as are probable and rational. 

Among the projects for humbling 
Blefufiu, which reafon and experience 
equally condemn, may be fafely num- 
bred every defign of attacking her on 
the fide of the Low Countries, a feat 
of war where fhe has been long found 
to have infuperable and inexhauttible 
advantages, and where therefore fhe 
always fteps forth to call the powers 
of Degulia to the battle. 

This fuperiority, which we have fo 
ofien felt, and which it might there- 
fore be expected that we fhould long 
fince have known, arifes from the fi- 
tuation of Blefufcu, and other advan- 
tages, which enable her to maintain 
armies for one third of the expence 
which muft be paid by Lil/iput, which 
is fuch a difparity of charge, as the 
fuperiority of our wealth, when it has 
been aggrandifed by the moft exube- 
rant imagination, cannot be fuppofed 
able to fupport; yet to this enormous, 
this endlefs charge, are we condemned, 
not by any misfortune of our own, 
not by the danger of an immediate 
conqueft, not by any profefied at- 
tempt upon our native country, but 
by the perverfenefs or infolence of our 
allies, who, as we are now informed,

I: is, Sir, by no means neceflary 
to recapitulate all their failures, or 
to run through the whole feries of 
their ignominious and cowardly be- 
haviour ; for, without confidering the 
pait, their prefent proceedings afford 
fufficient evidences of their mean {ub- 
miffion; and to what end can it be 
imagined that a conftant intercourfe is 
now kept up between them dnd the 
Blefufudian court, but to treat of a 
neutrality, and to adjuft the terms up- 
on which it may be obtained? 

Thus, Sir, Ihave endeavoured to 
evince that we ought not, on any 
terms, much lefs thofe now offered, to 
engage in a war upon the continent; 
and, therefore, it is not very necefia- 
xy that we fhould take into conjidera- 
tion the terms which have been propo- 
fed, fince that which fhould not be 
done at all is not more or leis pro- 
per; for abfolute negation has no 
degrees. Yet, thatthe right honour- 
able gentleman, whom I am now fo 
unfortunate as to think it my duty to 
oppofe, may not imagine that I pafs 
over this part of his argument, be- 
caufe I have no objection to produce 
againft it, I fhall likewife examine 
the conditions offered by our allies, 
and the means of complying with 
thofe conditions, which he has him- 
ielf propofed.

If it be thought expedient to enter 
into a war in which, tho’ all is hazard- 
ed, nothing can be gained, let us at 
leaft preferve that dignity, which we 
may juftly claim, among thofe whofe 
quarrel we are to fight ; let us not fink 
into dependence on thofe whom we 
preferve from the encroachments of o- 
thers; let us not fuffer ourfelves to 
invite infults, by bearing them from 
thofe whom our riches have made in- 
folent, and whom our force has made 
fecure ; while it fhall be our mifery to 
continue the war as principals in the 
hazard, let us not be confidered as 
inferior in point of honour ; fince 
honour is the only reward which we 
can hope to gain, even though we 
fhould, againft all probability, defeat 
our enemies. 


This honour, Sir, airy as it is, mutt 


be purchafed with thofe remains of 
treafure, which a long feries of folly 
has left us; we are indeed flattered 
with a declaration, that no new tax 
fhall be impofed upon us for the pro- 
fecution of thefe new meafures ;

very {mall importance, whether we 
are to pay this year or the next, which 
is the only difference between money 
raifed by a new tax, and money ari- 
fing from a diverfion of the reducing 
fund from its original purpofe. For 
the money muft be fome time paid, 
and what is not difcharged by the re- 
ducing fund muit iflue from a new 
tax, or from the longer continuance 
of thofe now ‘impofed ; nor can I 
think it more equiteble to impofe the 
burthen of our meafures upon our po- 
fierity, than upon thofe by Whom they 
are contrived. 

That the reduc'ng fund may, in the 
day of public diftrefs, be very pro- 
perly. diverted ; that the payment of 
old debts may be delayed, when they 
can only be difcharged by contract- 
ing new, -I have not any intention to 
deny ; nor can it be doubted but the 
time is now arrived, in which fuch di- 
verfions may be juft and expedient ; 
but I was not wholly without hopes, 
that this fund, which was originally 
devoted to our country, would have 
been always employed in fuch fervices 
as are uncontrovertibly ufeful; and 
that, whenever its firft appropriation 
fhould be violated, it would have ap- 
peared that the change was made with 
the fame defign as the firf inftitution 
was e@ftablifhed: I therefore expect- 
ed that, inftead of making ufe of this 
important depofite for the fupport of 
armies on the Continent, we fhould 
have expended it, in times like thefe, 
to increafe and improve our naval

money, and hazarding their lives, ‘by the ufe 
of an unefficacious medicine. 

Having, therefore, procured fome of the Li- 
uid Shell, which is a clear tranfparent liquor, 
f put into it a human ftone formed in, the u- 
rinary paffages, upon which a very white fedi- 
ment precipitated ; and there was the like 
white fediment when a few drops,.of {pirit of 
hartfhorn were dropped into fome of the fame 
liquor ; which fully proves that it was in both 
cafes the lime of burnt fhell, dnd not the parts 
of the diffolved ftone, as is pretended; for 
there was no ftone put in with the fpirit of 
hartfhorn, Befides, this precipitated matter is 
much too white to be any part of diffolved 
ftones, 

And, as a farther proof that it is only the. 
owder of burnt fhell, if it is dried after the 
idee falt is wafhed out of it, and is then 
burnt in the bole of a red-hot tobacco-pipe, it 
will be found not to be volatile, but fixed ds 
lime is, tho’ burnt long in an intenfe fire ; 
whereas the human ftone is volatile, and flies 
away in a great heat, 

And, whereas it is faid in the advertifement, 
<¢ That, if a ftone be put into a vial of the Li- 
*€ quid Shell, in a moderate fand heat, it will 
‘¢ in a few hours be diffolved or broken to 
>? On the contrary, it has. been 
found, that, on putting human ftones, of dif- 
ferent degrees of hardnefs, intoa vial of the 
Liquid Shell, they have mot been diffolved, zor 
broken in pieces, tho’ they continued in that 
ftate, not a few hours on!y, but many gh 
the laft four hours of which time, the vial o 
Liquid Shell was put into fcalding-hot water, a 
tryal which it is in every one’s power to make} 
fome very foft kinds of ftone or gravel may in- 
deed be’ thus diffolved in almoft any liquor, e- 
ven in water,

cause of eleftricity, obferves, that 
the eletrical fire and force cannot arite 
from any of the Apparatus; becaufe, 
nothing can fend out of it a quantity of 
matter, but there muft be lefs of that 
matter remaining ; whereas, the ball of 
glafs, t&c. after ever fo many experi- 
ments, remains undiminifhed, and as 
4ft for the fame ufe as at firft. 

He therefore fuppofes this fire and 
force to be sdiened from the air,which 
is univerfally impregnated with it ; fire 
being, according to the mott ancient 
and able philofophers, the active princi- 
ple in the animal and vegetable world, 
and efteemed the padulum vite, from its 
rubefying the blood in refpiration ; for, 
asa doll elonatixy of burning or corro- 
five {pirit, which would kill, if taken a- 
lone, may be fafely adminiftred in a pro- 
per quantity of water, tho’ every pa 
ticle of the water be impregnated with 
it; fo the fire of this lower region may 
be fafely refpired, when difperfed or 
diffufed inthe air, as a kind of men- 
ftruum. And, 

He fuppofes that electrical experi- 
ments do nothing more than colleét this 
fire, the particles of which, he thinks, 
have as great a propenfity to adhere to 
each other as the different arrangements 
in all natural bodies; vifible in gems, 
water, the various ftratums of the earth, 
€&%c. And therefore, — inviting 
thefe fiery particles to a clofer contact 


than when difperfed in their natural g¢ 


ftate, a kind of lightening is produced, 
of a force proportioned to the number 
of thefe fiery particles, which are brought 
together. 

‘Chefe fiery particles, he imagines, are 
colle¢ted from the air, by violently 
grinding or rubbing it between the hand 
and tube, or the glafs ball and cufhion, 
€Sc. as a rope, or waxed thread, by 
{wiftly fliding through the hands will 
burn them ; a greater number of fiery 
particles being then ground in between 
the hand and rope, than come together 
when left to float in the air.

The natural cohefion of fire, and this 
propenfity of its particles to unite, he 
roves from the inuff of a candle newly 
on out, over which, if a flame:be 
held, it will de‘cend down the ‘moke 


B and light it at a very confiderable dif- 


tance; in the wandering fires feen 
during great ftorms of wind; and in 
tempeits at fea, which he fuppotes to 
be the elementary fire forced together in 
greater quantities, by the violent motion 
of the air. 

The author then remarks, that the 
emanaes of electricity could never 
nave been difcovered, if there had been 
no fuch things as non-eleétrics ; becaute 
this fire would have been diffufed as 
fait as collected, if not repelled and con - 
fined by fomething which would not re- 
ceive it; and thence takes occafien to 
enquire, why certain bodies have this 
property. 

aving before fuppofed fire to be the 
caufe both of animal and vegetable life, 
he concludes that, whatever ceafes to be 
in a ftate of life, or encreafe, is unca- 
pable of them, and remains a meer ¢a- 
put mortuum, as bees-wax and filk,which 


E are only excrements of animals, and not 


intended for increafe or addition; and 
all_refinous bodies likewife are produ- 
ced by art from plants, which in a ftate 
of nature and vegetable life had nothin 
in them but their unaltered juice, an 
tho‘e may therefore be fuppofed not to 
be ina natural ftate, nor capable of in - 
creafe as vegetables. Thete fubftances 
he acknowledges to be the molt in- 
flammable in nature ; but fuppoics this 
quality to be caufed by their being fitly 
adapted to ferve asa pabulum, through 
which this element pafies; for that, if 
wax had any inherent fire, a lightea 
not 
go out. ; 

With refpeét to the manner in which 
cle¢trical fire kindles inflammable com- 
politions, he coos that it pafles from 
the {phere or tube in a diverging ftate, 
and that all bodies ele¢trified are not on- 
ly ftyit up in a covering of this electric 
matter, about half an inch thick, but 
that every part of the electrified body, 
how large or weighty foever it may be,

As to the eleétrical attraétion and re- 
pulfion, he fuppofes thefe phenomena 
to be caufed by the fiery attraction 
mentioned above, and illuftrated by the 
candle, and that the reafon why the 
leaf-gold, and other light materials 
(which he fuppofes to have fire in them) 
are attratted, is the invitation they re- 
ceive from the curling effluvia to a clofer 
conta¢t ; and when it has received as 
much as the former can give it, its in- 
Vitation ceafes till it has parted with 
what it had to its neighbours, and then 
it ts again invited as before. 

As to the {nap which is heard when 
the electrical fire pafles away, all founds 
are occafioned only by the different mo- 
dificatton of the air, and therefore he 
thinks it natural to {uppofe, that, as the

That the direétion of the Farina Fe- 
cundans, which is formed in plants and 
flowers, to the matrix of that or a neigh- 
bouring plant or flower, may be like- 
wile accounted for, by fuppofing that 
both the matrix and farina are impreg- 
nated with more of this fire than any 
other part of the plant; for, in that 
cafe, thofe fiery particles, by their pro- 
peniity to unite, mentioned above, mutt 
caufe thefe parts to be mutually attract- 
ed, and to continue fo clofely connett- 
ed as they are conftantly found to be 
in their proper ftation. Asa proof that 
the forina of one flower may impreg- 
nate the matrix of another, the author 
relates that he had himfelf obferved a 
male flower begotten betwixt a pink 
and {weet-william.

Yefterday morning we 
continued our onic, and advanced within 
cannon-fhot of the allies. The cannonading 
began about noon, and about two we attacked 
three villages in the front of their army, where 
their beft infantry were pofted. They were 
forced with great lofs on both fides ; but after 
onr becoming mafters of thefe villages, the 
whole front ef the allies began to give way ; 
we followed them till it was night, and we are 
informed they have repaffed the Meufe. We 
have loft: it is faid, 2000, and the enemy 5000 
men. We took a great many prifoners, and 
amongft them a prince of Heffe. The mar- 
quis de Fenelon, formerly ambaffador at. the 
Hague, was killed in this action. This mo- 
meat (at ten in the morning) we have orders to 
ret're toour old camp at Jongres, as it is faid, 
for want of forage. 

Another Feénch officer writes that Count 
Saxe had facrificed 8 or gooo men in order to 
kill 4 or 5c0o of the enemy; and had befides 
loft abundance ‘of brave officers, and gained no 
pie advantage.
